tliao  5 feet  in  width.  The  wind  was  blowing  the  trees  and  clouds  from  a 
■we-j''erly  direction  fiuxi  the  objeot  was  traveling  away  lYom  ue,  not  too  iHet, 
almost  due  west  into  the  wind.  It  traveled  in  a straight  line  and  did  not 
mneuver,  I could  not  hear  any  sound  from  it  and  I could  not  see  any 
exhaust  trail  of  any  IdLod.  'Te  watched  it  for  at  least  ten  minutes  until  it 
disaooeared  frcm  our  view  behind  the  trees.
